doependants and the maximum death 
benefit.

"The federation feels that the.com- 


pensation law has operated ii thc- 
benefit of "both employes and employ- 
ers," William H. Colein. Jr., chairman 
of the legislative committee of the or- 
ganization, who outlined the position 
of the federation, said. "Both have 
been relieved -of suits and court ac"- 
tion, saving a large sum. The act also 
has created a more frienily attitude 
between employers and employes.

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HOW SHENANDOAH SIZED UP JUST BEFORE SENSATIONAL ESCAPE 


Steve Haunatfan, NBA Service1 


and the Bee staff writer, was atop 
the mooring mast of the Shenan- 
doah,ftt Lakehurst, N. J., only a 
j'ew hours before Hie giant dh'igi- 
hlo broke from ili moorings with 
22 men aboard. He is tho only 
newspaper man to have gone to 
the- top of the 172-foot mast.s He 
•wa". there to report on the state of 
preparedness attained for the pro- 
mised fright of tho ship to the 
North Pole in June. His comments 
on the ship's condition were writ- 
ten before he knew that-the Shen- 
andoah had met with accident. 
Here is a story at first-hand of 
the manner in which the Shenan- 
doah is manipulated.

ing parrots is the outdoor aviary, 
which may be of modest size or as* 
large and elaborate ai the purse ot" 
the owner will justify. 
It should 


have at the north side a glass-front- 
ed house for a cold weather retreat 
and part of the roof should be solid- 
ly coj'ered to furnish shelter for nests 
and roosts. 
A running- supply of 


water should be provided, and 
ground should be well grassed. 
the 


If parrots arc kept in cages In 


living rooms, the cages should be 
warmly covered at ni"*-t and tho 
rooms not allowed to cool off great- 
ly. Moreover, do not throw the -Win- 
dows open to chilly morning air; let 
changes in temperature be small and 
gradual and exclude all drafts. < 


Logs and blocks of soft or partial- 


ly decayed hard wood should be"" ac- 
cessible to all confined parrots; the 
birds must exercise theft bills, and 
they obtain from such pieces wood 
fiber, which seems to be essential to 
good digestion. 


Male parrots as a rule respond 


better 
to teaching 
than 
females. 


Vanous individual systems o£ teach- 
ing .the birds are recommended, but 
the ebsentials are repetition of]the 
words, -hrases or bars of music," one 
at a time, until learned. To achieve
